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B. The taridtas of Saxony-Anhalt ou 7 February 1948 deeread the readmission 
of sporte clubs and requesied neasures for their reactivation. Minister 
Siewert, however, held’ up the action because he received an SMA statenent 
on 29 April 1946 that SHA wae shill considering the question and the 
conditions for admitting sports clubs. 


b. SMA, throvgeh ite financivl expar: Ptukhingordered punishment for price 
delinquents as follows: first oenalty, the amount of the overcharge; 
second penalty, double the overcharge: third penalty, possibly 
closing the business, In this way, if amyone wanted to eliminate a 
bisinees competitor, he had only to report him for overchar,ing, Interest 
appeared to extend particularly to hotels, where men fit for military 
service were picked up in pelice raids, sven if they had adequate

Strict regulation of contacts with the vestern zones was implemented by 

two different offices of zonal ndministrations, at the desire of SA. 
Dissemination of information orally or in writing to any agent or office 

in the western zones was prohibited without express approval of the chief 

of DWK, Inquiries from the West concerning all yolitical, economic. 
political, or statistical information were to be referred to the German 
Administration of the Interior for aryroval., (Texts of the tro decrees 

are given in Attachments A and B.) There was sore discussion among ae X1A 
officials on whether, as suggested by Hinister of Interior Siewert, the 2

personnel.) The effect.is the complete cutting off of the vestern zones from 
any contact with the astern Zone except under stringent coatrols. 


In Order lio. 32, SHA gave the DWK permission to issue directives and 
instructions binding on all German organs in the Russian Zone. Ina letter 
of 14 April 1948, DWK asked SA Germany tu extend to it the right also of 
issuing legal ordinances, To this request SMA acceded on 20 April 1948, 
and DWK was emrowered to issue decrees with the material character of laws 
for the entire Russian Zone and its porulation (Attachment C). 

The secretary of the Landtag of Saxony=Anhalt repoited that the DK had 
instructed the Landtag to issue a law and that the states of the Russian 
Zone were to become provinces vgain, with a provinsial chief at their head 
and bare administrative auton.
